Amateur operators have, at long last, 
coyered the approximately 125 miles between the 
Albany, NY area and the greater Boston region. 
This feat has eluded several operators for the

What may sound like the beginning of a 
newspaper article from the early 1900's is in 
fact from 1977. Those former MM members may 
know of the several proposals that were forwardec 
to link the greater Albany region with Hartford 
via the 220MHZ repeater.

The most feasible 
suggestion involved close cooperation between 
clubs that represented two extremely diverse 
Groups. Somehow the thought of a contest and

At this point, a letter was written to the 
Berkshire Amateur Radio Club (Mt, Greylock) that 
forwarded our proposal for the shared use of 
their forthcoming 220MHZ repeater, During one of 
their recent meetings, the letter was read to the 
membership and they resoundingly accepted our 
Proposal.

Payment/cost of the cards is a bit compli- 
cated so please pay attention to what follows: 
BASIC COST of the cards comes out to $15.00 
per thousand cards. Additionally, there is a 
charge for the original typesetting that will 
be added to the basic cost indicated above. 
Fortunately, Charlie had all the original art 
work done at work for free, so we wound upt 
coming in with a price that is much lower than 
if the printer had had to do the artwork himself. 
In order to figure out exactly how much to 
send Charlie for your cards, use the formula 
indicated below: 


EQB EACH THOUSAND CARDS YOU ORDERED, 
MULTIPLY BY $15.00. ADD $1.00 TO THAT TOTAL 
TO PAY FOR THE TYPESETTING SURCHARGE. SEND 
CHARLIE A CHECK FOR THE GRAND TOTAL. 

For example: W2PV orders 5,000 QSL's. 

1) Take $15 x § = $75.00 


2) Then add $1.00 for the surcharge,

3) KIZM should send Charlie payment in the 
amount of $16.00 


BE SURE TO INDICATE THE EXACT NAME AND 
ADDRESS INCLUDING ZIP CODE THAT YOU WISH TO 
INCLUDE ON THE CARD. 


Also kindly follow the formula above 
carefully, so Charlie doesn't have to call each 
and every one of us and ask for a corrected 
payment amount. It is quite simple if everyone

NEW NCJ CONTEST TO PREMIER ON SEPTEMBER 11, 1977 


Inmediately following Dayton, KILPA, Jeff, flew out to the west coast stopping briefly to 
meet with Pete W6RTT and Rusty W60AT. What follows dre the rules to a new contest they devised 
while Jeff was there, which will be sponsored by the NCJ. It will be a short sprint sort of 
affair lasting only four hours, with unique and very challenging rules. For example, you 
may NOT call cq and run guys on one frequency. Rather, you must qsy to a new freq at Teast 
five khz up or down and begin a new cq or alternatively, answer someone-else's cq. With new 
rules, this promises to be different from your run of the mill marathon type contest where the 
big stations can hog one spot and call cq all day, to the detriment of smaller equipped 
stations. Here in this contest, style, finesse and fast turning of the dial will net you points 
It will be extreme] interesting to see how some of the moderately equipped stations fare 
against the guns in is one. ie outcome might surprise a few people. 

The NCJ is sponsoring this new contest and is asking each of the big contest clubs to 
consider sponsoring a trophy for one of the various operator/entry classes. This kind of 
thing might cost us $25.00 a year to donate a prize such as "THE YCCC SINGLE OPERATOR TROPHY" 
or whatever. I'd be interested in comments from others on this thing.
